THE BOYS' FIELD

For centuries the part of the Jap-
anese peeople which did the thinking
and the ruling for the nation cherish-
ed as its dearest motto the saying
ascribed to one of its most fwmous
men “The sword is the living soul of
the Samurai.” With such a proverb
to furnish the inspiration it is no won-
der that Japan produced swords su-
perior even to the blades of Damascus.
A good sword must cut through a pile
of coppéer coins without nicking and at
the same time must be capable of tak-
ing so keen an edge that a silgen
thread a few inches in length laid
gently across the biade nzar the hilt
and propelled toward the joint by =a
breath blown from the mouth would
be severed in two, Famous_sword-
makers were given titles by the Em-
peror. Handed down from generalion
to generation asg sacred helrlooms good
swords were prized above all other
possessions in thousands of Samurai
homes.

About these swords various pastimes,
sports and tricks of legerdemain were

gradually developed, some of which
are sure to be forgotten in the rush

of modern life, Butg there are yet many
lovers of “Old Japan' who believe that
much of the nation's military prowess

iz due to the spirit of reverence f[or
warlike achievement which centered
about this sentiment for the sword.

These men still weep alive these excit-
ing sports,

For instance, one of the most inter-
esting contests is that between oppo-
nents, one of whom I8 armed with a
halberd twelve feet long possessing a
wickedly ugly blade while the other
has only his trusty sword. A second
remarkable display of skill consists in
the attempt of the swordsman to meet
and vanquish a foe who brandishes a
heavy ball attached by a chain eight
feet long to a sharp bladed sickle. One
blow from this ball on the head of the
swordsman is enough to put him out
of commission.

Still a third novel procedure is the
fizght between the two and one sworded
men. By an ingenious contrivance it
is possible to practice these and other
sword playvs without danger to the per-
son, by the use of boils, the body be-
ing protected, vulnerable parts being
covered with baked clay guards. When
these are struck they break without
injury to the part beneath and show
by the erash who the victor is.
